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A new replacement name Pseudodarwinella is proposed for Darwinella Enderlein, 1912, a ju- 
nior homonym of Darwinella Miller, 1865 (Porifera). 
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According to Articles 52.4, 53, 56.1 and 
60 of the International Code of Zoological 
Nomenclature (International Commission 
on Zoological Nomenclature, 1999) (the 
Code), a junior homonym must be rejected 
and replaced either by an available and po- 
tentially valid synonym or, for lack of such 
a name, by a new substitute name. I found 
no potentially available and valid synonyms 
for Darwinella Enderlein, 1912 and suppose 
that I am able to use Art. 60.3 of the Code. 

Thus, a new replacement name Pseudo- 
darwinella is proposed below for Darwinella 
Enderlein, 1912 (Coleoptera: Tenebrion- 
oidea: Perimylopidae), ajunior homonym of 
Darwinella Miller, 1865 (Porifera: Demo- 
spongiae: Dendroceratida: Darwinellidae).
